REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

claims are allowed because nothing in the art shows or suggests a plate 
module (or assembly of modules per claim 26) having the structure claimed 
including the portholes surrounded by a ring groove delimited by inner and 
outer lateral limitations that respectively form discontinuous and continuous 
surfaces (prior art modules of this type tend to show inner and outer delimiting 
surfaces of ring grooves that are both continuous or both discontinuous; 
nothing suggests the particular arrangement claimed).
